And, since these days Halloween is 
usually more hazardous for the tricker 
than the treater, the Michigan State 
Medical Society suggests that parents 
take precautions to ensure the health 
and safety of Michigan's young wit- 
ches, ghosts, and goblins. 

Start thinking safety while consid- 
ering costume options. With fore- 
thought it is easy to create an outfit 
which is both fun and safe. 

Insist that youngsters wear light- 
colored or reflective clothing so that 
they may be more reauily seen by 
motorists. Costumes should also fit 
closely so they won't catch on things 
and be short enough that the child 
won't trip on them. Flameproof cloth, 
wigs, and masks are crucial. 

Consider substituting facial make- 
up for the face masks which often 
impair vision. Plan too for your 
tricksters to carry flashlights which 
will help them both see and be seen. 
Never allow them to carry candles or 
cumbersome jack-o-lantetns. 

Saftey, of course, involves more 
than costuming. Younger tricksters 
should be accompanied by an adult as 
they make their rounds. Consider 
doing this while it is still light. Older 


children should always travel in 
groups and carry enough change so 
they may call home if necessary. 

Finally, parents should emphasize 
that tricksters return home with their 
treats untouched so that an adult may 
thoroughly inspect them for foreign 
material. Only wrapped candy and 
packaged baked goods should be 
eaten. Fruit should be washed care- 
fully and cut open before being con- 
sumed. :

*Apply cold cream base and then 
design faces with makeup, pencils, 
lipstick, rouge, blush, eye shadow or 
clown white. ‘*Types of faces can 
include witches, goblins, ghosts, pi- 
rates, Indians, gypsies, clowns, dev- 
ils, cartoon characters or popular 
television and movie characters. 
ACCESSORIES *Have children carry 
white shopping bags or use reflective 
tape design on bag. *Carrying 
flashlights will help children see 
better and be seen more clearly. 
*Make knives, swords or other acces- 
sories from cardboard rather than 
have children carry sharp objects. 
INSTRUCTIONS 

“Before your children leave, discuss 
the following with them: What route 
do they plan to follow?

He went in to get an express 
driveway and came out with a 
planter, but that was all right with 
Tim VanAlstine, who has been 
struggling since August to get his 
auto parts shop built next to the post 
office, on North East Street. 

Last week VanAlstine pressed 
Boyne City commission for an okay on 
his one-way drive-through proposal. 
The 100-foot drive would have 
allowed quick parking for customers’ 
pick-up of ordered parts. But 
VanAlstine had not yet brought the 
problem before the attention of the 
planning and zoning commission. 

The problem was that he wasn’t 
going to put in the required curbing 
along the drive, which would run 
between his proposed store front and 
the sidewalk. Protesting this would 
make his drive too narrow, Van- 
Alstine pointed out curbing takes up 
two feet at its base, thus hope- 
lessly reducing the planned 10-foot 


width. 

When VanAlstine returned to the 
city commissioners on October 25, 
planning and zoning commissioners 
Marv Loding and Kate Schafer were 
there, too. It was a case of customer 
convenience versus pedestrian protec- 
tion, After some discussion, the 
ordinance won out. (Sec. 6.40, stating 
that such drives require a minimum 
of 12 feet of maneuvering width.) 

VanAlstine said forget the drive. 
He does have parking space planned. 
He said he would blacktop the 10 feet 
between the building and the side- 
walk and put '‘no parking’’ signs on 
it, 

Schafer, concerned with a setback 
in the growing improvement of the 
city’s appearance, asked for a 
compromise, 

That was when VanAlstine propos- 
ed a planter along the freont of the 
store. 

It will look nice, everyone agreed.

Perhaps some of our stores will never be able to 
compete on just price alone. But think of all the 
other things that he can compete with. 

Like giving a donation to the Little League, 
supporting a bowling team, buying a candy bar 
from the cheerleaders, giving the junior class a 
discount on flowers for decorating the gym for the 


prom, and a lot of other things. 

Stores out of the area wouldn’t do that. 

And if the item breaks down, after the warranty 
period, is the store that is 20 or more miles away 
going to go out of their way to help you? Some 
might, but we would think that more are just 
thinking of the dollar and tell you sorry, that 
you’ll have to buy another item just like it. 

Locally, the merchant is liable to go out of his 
way to try to help. He needs your business, and 
he wants to do his best to keep it. To him, you are 
a name, not just a dollar sign who decided to walk 
in the front door. 

Yes, you can always get it cheaper. Like the 
community newspaper, we have our costs too. We 


can’t offer the circulation numbers that the bigger 
newspapers can offer, but we do our darndest to 
get you a lot of the news that you would never 
ever find in the Free Press, the News, the Wall 
Street Journal, or even the local daily. 

But just think where you would put some of 
those news items....on a bulletin board in a local 
store because a merchant has donated some space 
for the community to put messages on? 

Even that is a service that the local merchant 
offers to help the community. 

It all adds up to the fact that if we want to build 
a strong community, we have to support those 
who are trying to support the community. Even if 
it costs a few cents more.
